AmcpOh'i interesting feature is the 
old rannnii which still occupy the po 
sitions ihey occupied duriiiK the bat- 
tle.

After speiiiliiiK live weeks in Camp 
(5reenleaf, I received orders to re 
port to the Base Hospital at Camp 
Beauregard,, La.
